The figures for the past six months are 
somewhat startling. An increase of s~:\ 
failures over hist year of 18 per cent., oc- 
casions little surprise, because in the uatural 
order of things the number liable to failure 
increases with the growth of the country. 
But it is the enormous mid abnormal in- 
crease in the aggregate liabilities that ex- 
cites attention. The total, as will be . seen, 
is nearly double what it was in the same 
time last year, and more than double the 
amount for 1882. There is. however, a 
Satisfactory explanation for this hirye in- 
crease, it is not because business as a 
whole has been on a less satisfactory basis. 
Most of the disturbance is of a local char- 
acter, being largely confined to New York, 
and to stock circles in that city. The re- 
cent panic there was principally among 
men heretofore regarded as wealthy, men 
who have made their money as they lost it, 
in stocks, in "put.' ami calls." and m gen- 
eral as well as <j . Unliable -peculation. 
This is seen by comparing the failures of 
New York city as follows:

A writer in Lippincott'a .Magazine en- 
couraging Ihe cultivation of shade-trees 
says: "That our ancestors emanated from 
the shades of a tree land is one ol ihe 
few points on which .Moses and Darwin 
agree, and it seems hardly probable thai 
the descendants of a forest should be 
damaged by a little tree shade, especially 
where that shade is coiitined to the six 
warmest months in the year. After Oc- 
tober, when sunshine becomes preferable 
to shade, trees do not obstruct ihe rays of 
the sun. They merely moderate its sum- 
mer glare, and at noon offer I lie best pos- 
sible refuge from the brooding heat. No 
human contrivance can rival the anti- 
caloric arrangements of a leafy canopy- 
free access to all the winds i f heaven, 
and a roof impervious not only to the 
direct light of the sun's rays, but also to 
their warmth, which is felt through a sin 
gle roof as plainly as though a flimsy sun- 
shade. But a shade-tree, with its hundred 
strata of light-absorbing leaves, interposes 
an effectual barrier to the hottest sun; 
and, moreover, plants have a direct 
refrigerating influence, analogous to that 
of animal bodies in generating warmth. 
Even under the blazing sun the juice of 
oranges, watermelons, apples, etc., is from 
ten to fifteen degrees colder than that of 
stagnant water, and on cloudy summer 
days the air of a treeless district is con- 
siderably warmer than the atmosphere of 
a shady forest on sunny days." The plant- 
ing of shade-trees has often been advised 
in these columns. There can be no doubt 
as to their efficacy and beauty. They 
would add much to the appearance of the 
town, and their grateful shade would be 
appreciated by many a hot and weary 
ptdeBtrian,

"Nearly all thu regiments in the British 
army have nicknames," said Colonel Kir- 
win at thu Sttirtevant house recently 
where half a dozen army officers were 
seated. "The nicknames wore given either 
fi r some local circumstance or fur some 
marked peculiarity. The Life Guards, for 
instance are called "Piccadilly Butchers," 
because at one tune they charged down 
Piccadilly and killed some innocent spec- 
tators of a not. The Horse (iuards ore 
known as the "Oxford Blues'' and the 
Pirst Dragoons as "Trade Unions." The 
Filth Dragoon Guards ate called "The 
lireen Horse," and t he Seventh Hussars 
'• I'he Black Horse,'' while the liighth aro 
nicknamed "St. George's," and the Tenth 
"Baker's Light Bobs," after the late col 
onel, now Baker Pasha of the Turkish 
service. The crack Eleventh arc known 
as '•Cherry Pickers, ' or "Uherrybuiis," 
from the color of their trousers, and the 
Fourteenth are called "Hamilton's Run- 
aways," owing to an event in the penin- 
sula war when the regiment, then under 
the command of Colonel Hamilton, ran 
away without, it is said, any justifiable 
cause. The Seventh Lancers are dubbed 
" I bo death or Glory Boys,' after the de- 
vice of a skull and cross bones, with the 
legend "(Jr Glory," w hich they wear on 
their head dress. 

"The aristocratic ( ireuudier ( ruards, " 
bund continued, "are known as 
ivs' and 'Sandboys,' and the 
eipially aristocratic Coldstream <«uards as 
'Dirty Shirts.' The First Foot is dubbed 
'Pontius Pilate's Bodyguard,' and the 
Sec. no I the 'O aeon's I lu u, or the 'Sleepy 
(,» locus' and ' Paschal Lambs.' The Third 
I.-- known as 'iihl Butts,' fr. uu the color of j 
its lacings, but it is also called 'Nut- 
crackers' and ' I'he Kesurrectionists,' the | 
latter name having been given to them 
because some of their men were caught in 
the act of Kclling the dead f. r medical dis- 
sectioii. The Fourth is distinguished as 
'Barrels Blues,' llie Fifth as 'Old and 
Bold, and the Sixth as 'Cure's Geese,' or 
'Sh .it Sives.' The Seventh is happy in 
the nickname of 'Kent's Lucky Devils.' 
It won the title by its Wonderful good for- 
tune in losing fewer men and doing more 
hard lighting than any other regiment in 
the service. The Ninth is tailed 'Unly 
Boys,' and the Kloventh 'The Bloody 
Eleventh,' but quite as often the 'Ouety 
Ulielll.' Tile Fullltbellth passes as 'Cul- 
vart s Km li e,' while the Sixteenth is 
sneered at as the 'Peacemakers' and 
'Bloodless Lambs.' It is the only regi- 
ment in the British service without the 
names of battles inscribed on its (lags. 
The Seventeenth is scowled at. as 'The 
Tigers,' and the Eighteenth as the 'Pad- 
dles Royal' or 'The Royal Irish.' The 
Nineteenth is called 'lireen Howards,' 
alter the color of their facings and one of 
t heir cdonels, 

"The Twentieth is known as 'The Min- 
d. ii Hoys,' because of its gallantry at the 
battle ul Mmdeu. It is also known as 
'Kmgsley's Stand.' The Twenty first 
Nortll British Fusileers is called 'The 
Fail of Mars Gray Breeks,' while the 
Twenty-second is known as 'The Cheshire 
Cits.' Tin- Twenty third Welsh Fusileers 
suiilo at the name of 'Nanny Coats,' from 
the fact that a goat alwavs inarches at the 



stirring name of 'Tippertiry, ' won in India 
when the English general, seeing the regi- 
men go jauutingly to the charge, said: 
'Magnificent Tipperary.' The One Hua- 
drenth Royal Canadian regiment is called

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STRANGLED. 

Ghastly Mur«lcr of a Young 
Woman. 

San Fbancisco, July 17- — The case of 
Frank E. liutcliina, who strangled Nellie 
Hutchins last night, was called tu-duy in 
the police court for preliminary hearing 
and continued till Monday, lie acknowl- 
edged having committed the cric.e in the 
following words: "I went to aeo if she 
wouldn't Let bygones be bygones, .and 
come back and live with me. It was no 
use. She would have nothing to do with 
mo. I saw it was no use trying to get her 
back, and bo right there and then 1 made 
up my mind that she had to die. She 
turned her eyes away from me for a 
Bccond, and quick as a flash I grabbed her 
without making any noise. 1 threw' her 
on the floor, and while I held her down 
with my knees on her breast, 1 took my 
long white silk handkerchief from my 
pocket and put it around her neck. Before 
she could scream or make any noise I tied 
the rag at her windpipe just as tight and 
as hard as I eould, and then I got off her. 
She tried to use her delicate white hands, 
but I hold them so she couldn't, frotty 
soon she got weak. Her tongue gradually 
came out of her mouth. I saw lie r eyes 
start from their sockets, and looked at her 
hands clutching at her clothes and at the 
hard knot; but she couldn't save herself, 
and pretty soon her hands stopped their 
clutching and she lay still.'' 

The strangler is twenty-seven years old, 
and for the past two years lias been in the 
employ of 11. 1'. Gregory & Co., at their 
works in Benicia. The murdered woman 
was born in New York state twenty-four 
years ago. She married a man named 
Sims. The couple lived together in Wash- 
ington, D. C. , for some time. Two years 
and a half ago she came to this city. She 
became acquainted with Hutchins, and 
their relations soon became intimate She 
was known as Mrs. Hutchins, but whether 
or not she was married to him is nut 
definitely known. About three weeks ago 
they separated, and, it is believed, did 
not meet again until yesterday. 

A World in Pawn. 

The idea of the whole globe being hy- 
pothecated by countless miliums of debt- 
ors to a calculable number of creditors is 
a very startling one, when it is abruptly 
and nakedly presented. And it is dilli 
cult to imagine so vast an estate in liqui- 
dation! or to conjecture in what bank- 
ruptcy court the creditors would prove 
their debts, or who would be the otlicial 
assigneos to collect and distribute the as- 
sets. Nevertheless, the fact remains that 
the whole world is in pawn, and that its 
balance sheet shows us an aggregate of 
liabilities which if absolutely appalling. 
They have been imcil up in the Fort- 
nightly Review by Mr. A. j. Wilson, an 
exuorionced writer on financial subjects, 
and the total is the stupendous sum of 
5,394 million pounds sterling, an amount 
which, if represented in sovereigns, it 
would take a man 17- years to count, 
at the rate of a sovereign a minute, 
without cessation from beginning to end. 
To defray the interest on this debt re 
quires £'vWO,000,000 per annum, which Mr. 
Wilson represents to be equal to the en- 
tire earnings of eight millions of people; 
and "did each individual in these eight 
millions support a family of three persons 
only beside himself, the interest upon 
these debts would imply the absorption of 
the entire support of a population equal 
to that of the United Kingdom." Of 
courso, a calculation of this kind takes no 
accounts of the debts owing by municipal- 
ities, counties, cities, railway, canal, gas, 
water, insurance and other public com- 
panies, but these would assume still 
vaster proportions, for the capital sunk in 
railways alone is 4,000 millions, and this 
iB of course a debt owing to bond and 
Bharo holders ; w hile the local debts — State 
and city — m the United States amount to 
£176,030,000. The mother country is 
the greatest pawn-broker in the world, and 
draws £"250,000,000 per annum from i he 
nations and colonies indebted toiler. Mr. 
Wilson is of opinion that the time lias ar- 
rived when a stop should be put to this 
system of mortgaging the future to meet, 
the expenditure of the present, and when 
England, more particularly, should begin 
to extinguish her existing liabilities. But 
his advice is not likely to attract much at- 
tention. Nations are just as improvident 
as individuals; and not one of them has 
ever been deterred from rushing into a 
warof ambition or aggrandizement by con- 
siderations of the lindens it was entail- 
ing on posterity; and the United Slates is 
the only one which has taken prompt mea- 
sures to extricate itself from a national 
debt. — Federal A ustralian .
